Six: 

In the Final Office Action mailed December 13, 2007, pending Claims 447 and 28-41 
are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but are otherwise allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including the limitations of the base claim. Applicant intends to 
file a response to the Final Office Action including the following amendment to Claim 1 . In the 
response, Applicant will request entry of the amendment.
